Ol  the  general  state  of  tho  Instituto,  it 
may  be  said,  that  it  is  moderately  satiatac- 
tory,  there  being  a  diminished  interest  mani¬ 
fested  in  the  internal  work  of  the  Institute, 
while  at  the  same  time  there  is  a- falling  ofl‘ 
of  37  in  tho  membership.  We  do  trust  that 
aome  of  the  old  energy  will  bo  waked  up  in 
the  members,  and  that  a  corresponding  in¬ 
crease  of  members  will  take  place  in  tbe 
present  year.  Numbers  of  young  men  would 
spend  their  time  tar  more  agreeably  and 
beneficially  in  the  library  and  reading-room 
ot  the  Institute,  than  in  the  degrading  or 
idle  manner  now  pursued  by  many  of  them. 

About  40  now  books  have  been  added  to 
the  library,  making  a  total  of  905  volumes. 
Tho  reading-room  ha*  also  been  furnished 
with  a  new  table  aud  several  additional 
periodicals.  In  concluding  his  report,  which 
was  most  creditably  got  up,  and  remarkably 
complete,  Mr.  Taylor  reminded  the  members 
of  the  growing  importance  of  tho  town,  and 
trusted  tho  Institute  would  maintain  its 
position,  and  advance  with  the  necessities  of 
tho  times.  J 

Proceeding  to  tho  election  of  officers^, 
Alderman  Mason,  the  late  President,  w£s 
unanimously  chosen  again,  the  Committee 
feeling  it  an  honour  to  have  him  connected 
with  the  Institute. 

Tho  Vice>re*idents  are  the  Rev.  A.  J. 
Irvin,  Mr.  0as.  Bawling,  and  Mr.  George 
Annitage. 

Mr.  Enos  Taj  lor  was  unanimously  re¬ 
elected  Secretary,  as  was  Mr.  Frank  Braith- 
-waite  as  Treasurer. 

Air.  Win.  Brears  was  chosen  Librarian.

pUBLIC  JVJOTICE! 


In  accordonce  with  the  announcement 
made  last  week  we  purpose  placing  before 
our  readers  a  few  interesting  facts  connected 
with  the  old  lady  who  has  lately  passed  awav, 
the  laat  link  of  hor  generation. 

Tha  subject  of  thie  paper,  was  born 
September  I  Stb,  1781,  in  a  bouse  near  the 
mill-dam,  at  Bothwell.  Her  father  wit  a 
brickmaker,  and  she  related  to  tho  writer 
that  she  remembered  her  father  digging  clay 
for  his  brickmakiug  in  tho  month  of 
September.  1791,  when  owing  to  the  frost  he 
was  compelled  to  give  it  up,  and  wav  unabl* 
to  recommence  till  March  in  tho  succeeding 
year. 

She  used  to  describe  very  graphically  the 
Jtre*t  flood  which  occurred  after  the  frost 
of  1792,  breaking  down  the  bridges,  carrying 
away  all  manner  of  furniture  and  other 
articles,  and  by  the  great  rise  of  the  beck 
preventing  people  from  going  to  church. 
Sho  says  that  it  came  up  into  the  oven  in  her 
father's  house,  and  that  having  carried  all 
they  could  into  the  upper  rooms  of  the  house 
leaving  the  clock  sand  the  table  swimming 
about  in  the  kitchen)  they  were  necessitated 
to  live  upstairs  for  three  weeks,  her  father 
supplying  the  daily  necessaries  by  wading 
nearly  up  to  the  neck  with  flour  aud  other

The  lissons  of  last  Autumr.,  the  late  en' 
quiry  at  Orer-Dayweu  shewing  the  awlul  re¬ 
sults  of  insufficient  and  unwholesome  water, 
and  bad  drainage,  with  the  repeated  warnings 
of  onr  medical  officer  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  are  together  sufficient  reasons  for 
drawing  the  serious  atteutiou  of  the  public 
to  the  necessity  for  good  rentilation,  and  to 
remove  from  the  vicinity  of  dwelling-house, 
all  matters  likely  to  produce  noxious  gases. 

Whatever  difference  of  opinion  there  may 
lie  as  to  the  expense  of  our  roads,  there  can¬ 
not  surelv  be  any  ralid  objection  to  giving 
tbo  Board  all  tho  assistance  possible  m  the 
preservation  of  hralth.  It  must  hare  been 
observed  by  the  readers  of  our  journal,  with 
what  difficulty  uuisaucet  are  removsd,  and 
bow  obstinate  are  some  persons  in  withstand 
mg  the  orders  of  tho  Board  for  improved 
accommodation  and  drainage.  Surely  the 
reaaon  must  be  that  the  real  danger  is  not 
understood,  or  that  the  powers  of  the  Board 

If  the  danger  incurred  by  the  inhalation 
of  the  foul  air  and  bad  smells  is  not  known, 
let  us  point  out  to  our  readers  *.he  case 
at  Over-  J  'arwen,  where,  although  the  popula¬ 
tion  is  25,000,  no  proper  drain  or  main  sewer 
is  in  existence,  but,  ss  with  us,  the  drains 
are  open,  or  the  sewage  is  received  into  cess¬ 
pools  At  this  place,  last  July,  typhoid  ftvrnr. 
broke  eut  and  no  less  Aan  2,000  persons  were 
attacked,  many  of  (hem  dying  from  the  dis¬ 
ease.  Year  after  year  the  medical  officer  had 
warned  the  Local  Borad  of  impending  epi¬ 
demic,  and  no  lews  than  twelve  yean  ago  a 
Commissioner  suggested  a  variety  of  improve-  ■ 
rneuta,  cone  of  which  had  been  carried  out. 
The  cause  of  this  fearful  calamity  are  stated 
to  be  “  un wholesome  and  insufficient  water, 
Kad  diainage,  and  execrable  arrangements  of 
the  tenements."  If  we  lookat  ourselves,  we 
can  eaaUj  observe  where  we  are  lackiug 
Passing  by  the  water  supply,  which  lias  be.  n 
improved,  (though  it  can  never  be  satisfactory 
till  brought  into  the  houses),  wc  come  to  the 
drainage  of  the  town,  which  it  little  better, 
we  imagine,  than  Over-Darwen.  Thu  it 
seems  to  u».  is  the  most  pressing  work  lor  the 
corwidcration  of  the  Board,  and  we  believe 
they  nre  fully  alive  to  its  importance.  We

Death  of  James  Pk-kcrsslll. 

Oil  Saturday  last,  a  very  mournful  occur¬ 
rence  happened  in  the  Spencer  Pit,  New¬ 
market  Colliery,  to  Jauns  Pickm-gill,  of 
Hothwell  He,’  along  with  John  N'ewbould, 
his  fellow-depnty, descended  the  pit  ou  Satur¬ 
day  morning,  at  half-past  five,  and  thry  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  their  ordiuary  duties.  At  half¬ 
past  one  they  met  again  at  the  bottom  of  the 
•haft,  atler  the  miners  had  left  work,  and 
arranged  to  go  their  usual  rouuda  to  *ee  that 
all  was  right  before  finally  quitting  the  work¬ 
ing*.  Newbouhl  taking  one  “*ct,”  and  Pic- 
keragill  tho  other.  They  ahould  have  finished 
by  about  ten  minutes  to  three,  but  after  New.
